the other Hand, embracing the Knees.of his Royal Father 
in the moft fuppliant Pofture, afiured his Majefty of his fa- 
ture Obedience. ’Tis not doubted but his Royal Hizhnefs 
will foon have a Regiment; ‘tis faid the vacant Regiment 
of Goltz is defign’d him; and that he will be declared Ma» 
jor General of the King’s Forces. 
_ Hague, Nov. 27- The three Provinces that have recog- 
nized the Prince of Orange for their Stadtholder, have or- 
der’d their Deputies in the Aflembly of the States-General, 
to ufe their Efforts with the States of Holland, to engage
